Navi- 
gation in the Frith of Forth, is now under confideration of various 
Counties on the fides of it, we give the following Extra& of a letter 
from a Leith Trader, on this bufinefs, addrefled to the Heritors of 
Mid-L.othian, which, though it regards.that County chiefly, may 
give fome information on this fubjeé te other Mcetings.] 


To the Heritors of the Gounty of Mid-Lothians 


December 17, +783. 
HE fupport and inercafe of the land-rents of the County, depend 
in a good meafure, upon the profperity of the City of Edinburgh; 
and next to that, upon the increafe and profperity of three county- 
ports, Motielborgh, Leith, and Craniond, particularly Leith ; and fixit 
ports in the Englifh County would receive the moft firm and vigorous 





_ fupport ofthe landed intereft jn any matter whatever, For the pratec« 


tion and encour igement of, their navigztion and commeree.._. vis 

The river Fort, the great blefling and ornament of this part of the 
kingdom, was left us by our anceftors at the treaty of Union, a$ free of 
Cuftom-houfe difpatches asa high-way, for ali trade carried on upon it 
withia the ifland of May. This was then, and is {till, the pratice on all 
fimilar Englith eftuary rivers? felt as the Humber, Thames, Severn, Mer> 
fey, Dee, and many others, whch are all confidered as highways, and 
the trade on them free of Cuftomhoufe-difpatches.——The-City of Glat- 
gow, fupported by the landed intereft on the banks of the Clyde, has 
maufully baffled ‘all the illegal attempts of Cuftamhonf-Officers to en 
flave their river; and the. great trade on it, coals not excepted, conti- 
nves to this hour free of ail Cuttomhoufe-difpatches, for about thirty 
miles below the bridge of Glafgow, though it be juft as mach open ita 
asthe Forth is for that.diftance below Stirling. it may be obferved, 
alfo, that the fecuricy of revenue is as neceflary in all thofe various friths 
as in the Forth. ‘ 

It appears by the records of the Convention of Boreughs, that this 
rivet was-eqoaliy fi © for about ten or twelve years after the Union; at 
which time, the Commiffioners of the Cuftoms impofed difpatches 
upon goods cartied within the Scotch rivers or friths ¢ biit, confcious of 
the illegality of this impofitioa, they pofitively forbid all fees on them. 
In abeut feven or eight years thereafter, they laid on very moderate 
fees, which appear to have, been tamely fubmitted to in all the Scotch 
rivers but the Clyde. ‘Thefe fees, however, have been increafed by de- 
grees five or ten fold; and, with the late addition of ftamp- duties, hav. 
become au intolerable load upen the trade of this river, efpecially with» 
in the laft ten years. 

You have heard of the impofitions on Coals to Cramond and that 
neighbourhood, which lies too diftaat from pits to be fupplied by janci- 
carriage. ‘The feciuity of revenue gives fome thadow of pretence for the 
itlegal impefition em Coals; but it is the fame thing all over the rive 
pow-as to other goods where revenue is not in the lealt concerned. 

Leith is the great centrical port for the importat’on from abroad ana 
Englind, of quantities of corn, wood, wine, Ke. which cotfe in therein 
large veflels, avd are diftributed in tmaller ones, to tweaty, perhaps one 
hundred diferent places, up and dowa the river, or through the Canal 
to Glow. Bonds and cockets, attended with much expence, trouble, 
and delay, are, however, exacted upan every trifle of corn fo rethipped, 
under @& condition. that it thall not be exported, although by law the pras 
prietor can have a large bounty by {uch expertation. In the fame wav, 
wood, and all other foreign gocds, which have pail gos. duty on ior 
portation, are fubjedtd to bonds, under high penal:ies that they thell 
not be exported, though the law wiows a drawback of. all the duties 
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paid, upata. regular exportation; i fo nxhing more abftrd ean ve 
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ataceived, than the impofing of fuch feourities, which cam haxe fo objet l 
but the exaétion of fees. ; x, . wr r |
